CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

Whereas, There has never been just and proper celebrations 
commemorative of the martial events of colonial history hap- 
pening from the settlement of Jamestown, Virginia, May 13, 
1607, to the battle of Lexington, April 19, 1775 ; 

And whereas, Our brave and dauntless forefathers crossed 
an unknown ocean to establish homes on the virgin soil of a 
new continent where all men could freely worship according 
to the dictates of their consciences and secure immunity from 
religious persecution. And thereafter they and their descend- 
ants imperiled their lives and jeopardized their families and 
possessions in hostilities with the savage Indian in the founding 
of the Colonies of America, and sprang when needed to aid 
their mother country with loyal patriotism when in warfare 
with another nation. These glorious sires produced our heroic 
ancestors of the Revolution, who withstood the encroachments 
of a parent country, and accomplished the independence of the 
United States, and adopted those imperishable declarations of 
American brotherhood and inalienable rights which are to-day 
the pride and glory of the untrammeled freedom of the whole 
world ; 

Therefore, The Society of Colonial Wars has been instituted 
by the descendants of these illustrious forefathers, to perpetuate 
the names, memory or deeds of those brave and courageous 
men, who, in military, naval or civil service, by their acts or 
counsel assisted in the establishment and continuance of the 
American Colonies ; to collect and secure for preservation the 
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manuscripts, rolls, records and other documents relating to that 
period; to inspire among the members and their descendants 
the fraternal and patriotic spirit of their forefathers, and to 
inculcate in the community respect and reverence for the acts 
and principles of those indomitable men, which made the free- 
dom and unity of our country a possibility. 

ARTICLE I 

NAME OF THE SOCIETY 

The Society shall be known by the name and title of the 
"Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New York." 

ARTICLE II 

MEMBERSHIP 

Any male person above the age of twenty-one years, of good 
moral character and reputation, shall be eligible to member- 
ship in the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New York 
who is lineally descended in the male or female line from an 
ancestor : 

(1) Who served as a military or naval officer, or as a 
soldier, sailor or marine, or as a privateersman, under authority 
of the Colonies which afterwards formed the United States, or 
in the forces of Great Britain which participated with those of 
the said Colonies in any wars in which the said Colonies were 
engaged, or in which they enrolled men, from the settlement 
of Jamestown, May 13, 1607, to the battle of Lexington, April 
19, 1775 ; or 

(2) Who held office in any of the Colonies between the 
dates above mentioned, either as 

(o) Director-General, Vice-Director-General, or member of 
the Council, in the Colony of New Netherland ; 

(b) Governor, Lieutenant or Deputy Governor, Lord 
Proprietor, member of the King's or Governor's Council, in 
the Colonies of New York, New Jersey, Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania and Delaware ; 
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(c) Lord Proprietor, Governor, Deputy Governor or mem- 
ber of the Council, in Maryland and the Carolinas ; 

(d) Governor, Deputy Governor, Governor's Assistant, or 
Commissioner to the United Colonies of New England, or body 
of Assistants in any of the New England Colonies. 

Membership shall be hereditary in the male line of the pres- 
ent members of this Society and of those who may hereafter 
be elected, up to the limit that the Society may hereafter 
determine upon, subject to the vote of the Council upon the 
moral qualification of the person who may be the heir at any 
time to such membership. 

The membership of the Society shall be limited to 1,000, 
exclusive of descendants of members, and of members of State 
societies who may be transferred to this Society, and of mem- 
bers of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps on active service. 

ARTICLE III 

OFFICERS 

The officers of the Society of Colonial Wars shall be a Gov- 
ernor, a Deputy Governor, a First Lieutenant Governor, a 
Second Lieutenant Governor, a Third Lieutenant Governor, a 
Secretary, a Deputy Secretary, a Treasurer, a Registrar, a His- 
torian, a Chaplain, a Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor, two 
Surgeons and a Genealogist, who shall be ex-officto members 
of the Council. 

The officers of the General Society residing in New York 
shall also be ex-officio members of the Council. 

ARTICLE IV 

GENTLEMEN OF THE COUNCIL AND COMMITTEES 

There shall be a Council consisting of nine members, who 
shall be called "Gentlemen of the Council," in addition to the 
ex-officio members. A Committee on Membership, consisting 
of seven members, in addition to the ex-officio members; a 
Committee on Collection of Historical Documents and Records, 
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consisting of five members, and a Committee on Installation, 
consisting of six members who shall also act as stewards. 

At the election of 1898 two members shall be elected for 
a term of one year, two for a term of two years, and two for a 
term of three years, and thereafter two members shall be elected 
for a term of three years. 

At the election of 1898 three Gentlemen of the Council 
shall be elected for a term of one year, three for a term of two 
years, and three for a term of three years, and thereafter at 
each election three Gentlemen of the Council shall be elected 
for a term of three years. 

Vacancies in the Council shall be filled by the Council until 
the vacancy shall be filled by the Society at its next meeting. 

Delegates and Alternates to the General Assembly, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Constitution of the Gen- 
eral Society, shall be appointed by the Council. 



ARTICLE V 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

Prior to June 1st in each year the Council shall appoint a 
Nominating Committee of nine members, who four weeks 
before the General Court of the Society shall report to the 
Council a list of members to be voted for at the ensuing 
election, to succeed the Officers, Gentlemen of the Council and 
Committees whose terms expire at such General Court. Said 
list, to be entitled "Regular Nominations," must be immediately 
posted by the Secretary in the office of the Society and must be 
sent by the Secretary to each member of the Society at least 
one week before the day fixed for the General Court. 

The action of such Nominating Committee, however, shall 
in no wise interfere with the power of any member of the 
Society to make his own nominations, but all such independent 
nominations shall be sent to the Secretary at least three weeks 
before the day fixed for the General Court. Such independent 
nominations shall be immediately posted by the Secretary in the 
Office of the Society and a copy thereof entitled "Independent 
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Nominations" sent to every member of the Society at least one 
week prior to the day fixed for the General Court. All votes 
cast at the General Court for persons other than those nomi- 
nated as aforesaid shall be counted as blanks. 

The officers, together with the Gentlemen of the Council, 
and Members of the Committees shall be elected at the General 
Court by ballot, a plurality of the vote cast for the persons so 
nominated shall elect and the said Officers and Committees 
shall hold office for the period of one year, excepting the 
Gentlemen of the Council and Committee on Installation, who 
shall hold office for the terms provided by Article IV of the 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE VI 

ADMISSION OF MEMBERS 

Every application for membership shall be made in writing, 
subscribed by the applicant, and approved by two members 
of the Society over their signatures. Applications shall be 
accompanied by proof of eligibility, and such applications and 
proof shall be referred to the Committee on Membership, who 
shall carefully investigate the same and report at the next 
meeting their recommendation thereon. Members shall be 
elected by a vote at a Council of the Society duly called, but a 
negative vote of one in five of the ballots cast shall cause the 
rejection of such candidate. Payment of the initiation fee and 
dues and subscription to the declaration contained in the Con- 
stitution of the Society shall be a prerequisite of membership. 

ARTICLE VII 

DECLARATION 

Every member shall declare upon honor that he will use 
his best efforts to promote the purposes of the Society, and 
will observe the "Constitution" and "By-Laws" of the same; 
and, if a citizen of the United States, shall declare that he will 
support the Constitution of the United States; such declara- 
tion shall be in writing and subscribed by the member mak- 
ing it. 
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ARTICLE VIII 

PURPOSES 

At every Council the purposes of the Society shall be con- 
sidered and the best measures to promote them adopted. No 
party political question of the day or existing controversial 
religious subject shall be discussed or considered at any meet- 
ing of the Society. 

ARTICLE IX 

COMMEMORATIONS 

The members of the Society, when practicable, shall hold a 
celebration commemorative of some martial event in Colonial 
history and dine together at least once in each year. 



ARTICLE X 

SEAL 

The Seal of the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of 
New York shall be a circle, upon the face of which shall be 
engraved the following designs:' 

In the center thereof shall be shown a copy of the original 
coat-of-arms granted by the States General of Holland to its 
Province of New Netherlands, displayed as a shield of pre- 
tence, shadowed (so as to show its elevation above the ground- 
work) upon, above and over, a groundwork displaying fleur- 
de-lis; which latter are displayed only as emblematic of the part 
taken by the American Colonies in the French Wars in 
America. Under said coat-of-arms shall be displayed a bundle 
of pointed arrows, tied with the skin of a rattlesnake, an inci- 
dent in American Colonial history, as emblematic of the Indian 
Wars of said Colonies. Beneath these shall be given the dates 
1607-1775, separated by a fleur-de-lis; the said groundwork of 
fleur-de-lis being bounded by a circular ribbon, ended at said 
dates 'by folded or wavy ends. On said ribbon shall be inscribed 
"Society of Colonial Wars" in the State of New York. 
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The face of the Seal shall be surrounded or bounded by a 
complete circular twisted cable as an ornament, and also as 
significant of the entire unity of the members of the Society. 

The Secretary shall be the Custodian of the Seal. 



ARTICLE XI 

INSIGNIA 

The insignia of the Society shall consist of a badge, pendant 
by a gold crown and ring, from a watered silk ribbon one inch 
and a half wide, of red, bordered with white and edged with 
red. The badge shall be surrounded by a laurel wreath in gold 
and shall consist of : 

Obverse, A white enameled star of nine points, bordered 
with red enamel, having between each star point a shield dis- 
playing an emblem of one of the nine original colonies ; and, 
within a blue enameled garter bearing the motto "Fortiter Pro 
Patria," an Indian's head in gold relievo. 

Reverse, The star above described, but with gold edge, each 
shield between the points displaying a mullet, and in the center, 
with an annulet of blue, bearing the title "Society of Colonial 
Wars, 1607-1775," the figure of a colonial soldier in gold 
relievo. The reverse of the crown of each insignia shall bear 
an engraved number corresponding to that of the registered 
number of the member to whom such insignia has been issued. 

The insignia shall be worn by the members conspicuously, 
and only on the left breast, except that members who are or 
have been officers of the Society may wear the same suspended 
by the ribbon around the neck, on all occasions when they shall 
assemble as such for any stated purpose or celebration. The 
badge shall never be worn as an article of jewelry. The Treas- 
urer of the Society shall issue the insignia to the members and 
shall keep a record of all issued by him. Such insignia shall be 
returned to the Treasurer by any member who may resign or 
be expelled. No member shall receive more than one badge, 
except to replace one lost, proof of which must be satisfac- 
torily established and the new one paid for. 
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The undress insignia shall be a rosette or button of the size 
now in use, of watered silk of scarlet color with white thread 
edging, like the insignia ribbon. This decoration may be worn 
at all times in the left coat-lapel. 

ARTICLE XII 

ALTERATION OF AMENDMENT 

No alteration or amendment to the Constitution of this 
Society shall be made, unless notice shall have been given in 
writing, signed by the member proposing the same, at a pre- 
vious meeting. The Secretary shall then send a printed copy 
of the proposed amendment to the members of the Society and 
state the Court at which the same will be voted upon. No 
amendment shall be made unless adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present at the Court voting upon the same. 
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SECTION I 

INITIATION FEES AND DUES 

The initiation fee shall be ten dollars, the annual dues five 
dollars, payable on or before the first day of January of each 
year, but all officers of the Army and Navy while absent from 
the city of New York on active service shall be released from 
the payment of annual dues during such absence. The pay- 
ment at one time of one hundred dollars shall thenceforth 
exempt the member so paying from the payment of annual 
dues. Any member at his election to membership or subse- 
quently who may contribute two hundred and fifty dollars to 
the "Permanent Fund" of the Society shall be exempt from the 
payment of annual dues, and this exemption shall extend in 
perpetuity to his lineal successors in membership from the 
same propositus, one at a time, who may be selected for such 
exemption by the Society, said perpetual membership to be 
transmitted to the holder, subject to the approval of the 
Society. 

SECTION II 

GOVERNOR 

The Governor, or in his absence the Deputy Governor, or a 
Lieutenant Governor, a Chairman pro tempore, shall preside 
at all Courts of the Society, and shall exercise the duties of a 
presiding officer, under parliamentary rules, subject to an 
appeal to the Society. The Governor shall be a member 
ex-officio of all committees except the Nominating Committee 
and Committee on Membership. He shall have power to con- 
vene the Council at his discretion, or upon the written request 
of five members of the Society, or upon the request of two 
members of the Council. 
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SECTION III 

SECRETARY 

The Secretary shall conduct the general correspondence of 
the Society and keep a record thereof. He shall notify all 
elected candidates of their admission and perform such other 
duties as the Society or his office may require. He shall have 
charge of the seal, certificates of incorporation, by-laws, his- 
torical and other documents and records of the Society other 
than those required to be deposited with the Registrar, and 
shall affix the seal to all properly authenticated certificates of 
membership and transmit the same to the members to whom 
they may be issued. He shall notify the Registrar of all 
admissions to membership. He shall certify all acts of the 
Society and, when required, authenticate them under seal. He 
shall have charge of printing and publications issued by the 
Society. He shall give due notice of the time and place of the 
holding of all Courts of the Society and of the Council, and 
shall incorporate in said notice the names of all applicants for 
membership to be voted on at said Council, and shall be present 
at the same. He shall keep fair and accurate records of all 
the proceedings and orders of the Society and of the Council, 
and shall give notice to each officer who may be affected by 
them of all votes, resolutions and proceedings of the Society 
or the Council, and at the General Court or oftener, shall 
report the names of those candidates who had been admitted to 
membership and those whose resignations have been accepted, 
and of those members who have been expelled for cause or fail- 
ure to substantiate claim of descent. In his absence from any 
meeting the Deputy Secretary shall act, or a Secretary pro 
tempore may be designated therefor. 

SECTION IV 

TREASURER 

The Treasurer shall collect and keep the funds and securities 
of the Society, and as often as those funds shall amount to one 
hundred dollars they shall be deposited in some bank in the

city of New York, which shall be designated by the Council, 
to the credit of the "Society of Colonial Wars," and such funds 
shall be drawn thence on a check of the Treasurer for the pur- 
poses of the Society only. Out of these funds he shall pay 
such sums only as may be ordered by the Society or the Coun- 
cil, or his office may require. He shall keep a true account of 
his receipts and payments, and at each annual meeting render 
the same to the Society. 

For the faithful performance of his duty he may be required 
to give such security as the Society may deem proper. 

SECTION V 

REGISTRAR 

The Registrar shall receive from the Secretary and file all 
the proofs upon which membership has been granted, with a 
list of all diplomas countersigned by him, and all documents 
which the Society may obtain ; and he, under direction of the 
Council, shall make copies of such papers as the owners may 
not be willing to leave in the keeping of the Society. 

SECTION VI 

HISTORIAN 

The Historian shall keep a detailed record of all historical 
and commemorative celebrations of the Society, and he shall 
edit and prepare for publication such historical addresses, 
papers and other documents as the Society may set fit to pub- 
lish, also a necrological list for each year, with biographies of 
deceased members. The Historian shall be ex-officio chairman 
of the Historical Documents Committee. 

SECTION VII 

CHAPLAIN 

The Chaplain shall be an ordained minister of a Christian 
Church, and it shall be his duty to officiate when called upon 
by the proper officers. 
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SECTION VIII 

CHANCELLOR AND VICE-CHANCELLOR 

The Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor shall be lawyers duly 
admitted to the bar, and it shall be their duty to give legal 
opinion on matters affecting the Society when called upon by 
the proper officers. 

SECTION IX 

SURGEONS 

The Surgeons shall be practicing physicians and surgeons. 
SECTION X 

GENEALOGIST 

The Genealogist shall investigate all applications for mem- 
bership, and also all claims under supplemental application, 
and shall report the result of his investigations to the Com- 
mittee on Membership. He shall be a member of the said 
Committee and of the Council ex-officio. 

SECTION XI 

THE COUNCIL 

The Council shall have power to call special Courts of the 
Society, and arrange for celebrations by the Society. They 
shall have control and management of the affairs and funds 
of the Society. They shall perform such duties as shall be 
prescribed by the Constitution and By-Laws, but they shall at 
no time be required to take any action or contract any debt for 
which they shall be liable. They may accept the resignation of 
any member of the Society. They may meet as often as 
required, or at the call of the Governor. Seven Gentlemen of 
the Council (elected or ex-officio members) shall be a quorum 
for the transaction of business. At the General Court they 
shall submit to the Society a report of their proceedings during 
the past year. The Council shall have the power to drop from 
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the roll the name of any member of the Society who shall be 
at least six months* in arrears and shall fail on proper notice 
to pay the same within thirty days, and on being dropped his 
membership shall cease, but he may be restored to member- 
ship at any time by the Council upon his written application 
and the payment of all such arrears from the date when he was 
dropped to the date of his restoration. The Council may sus- 
pend any officer for cause, which must be reported to the 
Society and action taken on the same within thirty days. 

SECTION XII 

VACANCIES AND TERMS OF OFFICE 

Whenever an officer of this Society shall die, resign, or 
neglect to serve, or be suspended, or be unable to perform his 
duties by reason of absence, sickness, or other cause, and 
whenever an office shall be vacant which the Society shall not 
have filled by an election, the Council shall have power to 
appoint a member to such office pro tempore, who shall act in 
such capacity until the Society shall elect a member to the 
vacant office, or until the inability due to said cause shall cease ; 
provided, however, that the office of Governor or Secretary 
shall not be filled by the Council when there shall be a Deputy 
or Lieutenant Governor or Deputy Secretary to enter on these 
duties. The Council may supply vacancies among its members 
under the same conditions, and should any member other than 
an officer be absent from three consecutive Councils of the 
same, his place may be declared vacant by the Council and filled 
by appointment until an election of a successor. Subject to 
these provisions, all Officers and Gentlemen of the Council shall 
from the time of election continue in their respective offices 
until the next General Court, or until their successors are 
chosen. Vacancies among the Officers, in the Council or the 
Committees, shall be filled by the Council. The Council shall 
have power to declare a vacancy and fill the same in any Com- 
mittee where the member of the Committee fails to attend 
to the duties of the Committee.

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SECTION XIII 

RESIGNATION 

No resignation of any member shall become effective unless 
consented to by the Council. 

SECTION XIV 

DISQUALIFICATION 

No person who may be enrolled as a member of this Society 
shall be permitted to continue in membership when his proofs 
of descent or eligibility shall be found to be defective. The 
Council, after thirty days' notice to such person to substantiate 
his claim, and upon his failure satisfactorily so to do, may 
require the Secretary to erase his name from the membership 
list. The said person shall have a right to appeal to the Society 
at its next Court, or at the General Court. If the said appeal 
is sustained by a two-thirds vote of the members present at 
such Court, the said person's name shall be restored to said 
membership list. 

SECTION XV 

MEMBERSHIP 

Members shall be elected by ballot at a meeting of the Coun- 
cil, after report by the Membership Committee ; but a negative 
vote of one in five of the ballots cast shall exclude any candi- 
date. 

SECTION XVI 

COMMITTEE ON MEMBERSHIP 

The Committee on Membership shall consist of seven mem- 
bers. They shall be chosen by ballot at the General Court of 
the Society, and shall be elected for the period of one year. 
Four members shall constitute a quorum, and a negative vote 
of three members shall cause an adverse report to the Council 
on the candidate's application. The proceedings of the Com- 
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mittee shall be secret and confidential, and a candidate who has 
been rejected by the Council shall be ineligible for member- 
ship for a space of one year from date of rejection, except upon 
the unanimous vote of the Committee. 

The Committee shall have power to make By-Laws for its 
government and for other purposes not inconsistent with the 
Constitution or By-Laws of the Society. 

SECTION XVII 

COMMITTEE ON HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS 

The Committee on Historical Documents may, in connec- 
tion with the Historian, who shall be ex-officio the Chairman, 
prepare papers on matters of interest to the Society, shall use 
their efforts to secure for the Society original documents, 
muster rolls, and other papers or articles connected with the 
colonial history of the country ; they shall be empowered to 
correspond in the name of the Society with individuals, soci- 
eties and governments, in the course of their investigations, and 
shall keep a record of their transactions. 

SECTION XVIII 

COMMITTEE ON INSTALLATION 

The Committee on Installation shall have charge of the 
annual election, and shall install the persons elected ; they shall 
also be the Stewards of the Society's banquets, but must pre- 
sent to the Governor of the Society a list of all speakers and 
invited guests for his approval ; they shall have the power to 
select places for the banquets and to issue tickets for the same, 
but shall assume no expense without the approval of the 
Council. 

SECTION XIX 

EXPULSION OR SUSPENSION 

Any member for cause or conduct detrimental or antago- 
nistic to the interest or purposes of the Society, or for just 
cause, may be suspended or expelled from the Society. But 
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no member shall be expelled or suspended unless written 
charges be presented against such member to the Council. The 
Council shall give reasonable notice of such charges and afford 
such member reasonable opportunity to be heard and refute the 
same. The Council, after hearing such charges, may recom- 
mend to the Society the expulsion or suspension of such mem- 
ber, and if the recommendation of the Council be adopted by 
a majority vote of the members of the Society present at such 
Court, he shall be so expelled or suspended, and the insignia 
of said member shall thereupon be returned to the Treasurer 
of the Society and his rights therein shall be extinguished or 
suspended. The Treasurer shall refund to said member the 
amount paid for the said insignia. 



SECTION XX 

COURTS 

The General Court of the Society shall be held on the anni- 
versary of the Great Swamp Fight, December 19, 1675. A 
Business Court shall be held on the second Thursday in 
November and on the third Monday in March.* 

If the above days fall on a Sunday or legal holiday, then the 
General Court and Business Courts shall be held on the fol- 
lowing Monday. 

Special Courts may be called by the Governor at such times 
as in his opinion the interest of the Society may demand, and 
must be called by the Secretary on the written request of nine 
members. All notice of Courts shall be sent out at least ten 
days before the date of such Courts. 

At special meetings the consent of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present shall be necessary to constitute a vote. 

Fifteen members shall be necessary to constitute a quorum, 
except in cases where a larger number may be required by the 
Constitution or By-Laws for any special act. 

At each Court of the Society, immediately after the presiding 
officer shall have taken the chair, the minutes of the previous

meeting shall be read by the Secretary, and passed upon by 
the Society; the next business in order shall be reports of 
officers and committees; then new business. 

Any member having observations to make or resolutions to 
propose, shall rise in his place and address the Chair; and all 
resolutions shall be submitted in writing and handed to the 
Secretary, and shall be by him entered on the minutes. 



SECTION XXI 

SERVICE OF NOTICE 

It shall be the duty of every member to inform the Secre- 
tary, by written communication, of his place of residence and 
of any change thereof, and of his post-office address. Service 
of any notice under the Constitution or By-Laws on any mem- 
ber, addressed to his last residence or post-office address, for- 
warded by mail, shall be sufficient service of notice. 



SECTION XXII 

CERTIFICATE OF MEMBERSHIP 

Members may receive a certificate of membership, which 
shall be signed by the Governor, Secretary and Registrar. 



SECTION XXIII 

DECEASE OF MEMBERS 

Upon the decease of any member, notice thereof and of the 
time and place of the funeral, with a request to the members to 
attend, shall be published by the Secretary at least once in one 
daily newspaper in the city of New York. Any member who 
becomes aware of the death of a fellow member shall make it 
his duty to see that the Secretary is properly notified of the 
fact. 
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SECTION XXIV 

LOCAL SECRETARIES 

When ten or more members of the Society shall be resident 
of a city of the State of New York; one of their number may 
be appointed Local Secretary. Subject to the regulation and 
direction of the Council, a Local Secretary may, in conjunc- 
tion with the members locally resident, arrange local commem- 
orations of men and events of Colonial History, and attend to 
such other matters as by the Council may be expressly com- 
mitted to him from time to time. 

A Local Secretary shall be appointed by the Council annu- 
ally, and may be removed by it for cause. He shall communi- 
cate with and receive communications from the Council 
through the Secretary. 

SECTION XXV 

ALTERATION OR AMENDMENT 

No alteration or amendment of the By-Laws shall be made 
unless notice shall have been duly given in writing, signed by 
the member proposing th'e same, at a Court of the Society. 

The Secretary shall send a printed copy of the proposed 
amendment to the members of the Society, and state the Court 
at which the same will be voted upon. No amendment or alter- 
ation shall be made unless adopted by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present at the Court voting upon the same. 
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INCEPTION OF THE SOCIETY 



On July 10th, 1892, there met at the office of Col. T. Wain- 
Morgan Draper, No. 45 Broadway, New York, Col. Draper, 
S. Victor Constant, Esq., and Edward Trenchard, Esq., and 
at that time the organization of a "Society of Colonial Wars" 
was first considered. Two more preliminary meetings were 
held at the office of Mr. Constant, No. 120 Broadway, and on 
August 18th, 1892, the Society was instituted there. The cer- 
tificate of incorporation was then presented, bearing the names 
of ten founders : Messrs. Charles H. Murray, T. Wain-Morgan 
Draper, Frederick E. Haight, and Samuel Victor Constant of 
New York, Nathan G. Pond, Satterlee Swartwout, and George 
M. Gunn of Connecticut, Edward C. Miller and Charles E. 
Miller of New Jersey, and Howard R. Bayne of Virginia. 
These gentlemen, with the exception of Edward C. Miller, Esq., 
were made the members of the board of governors, and the 
following temporary officers were elected, to serve until the 
First General Court: Hon. Charles H. Murray, Chairman, 
Col. T. Wain-Morgan Draper, Secretary, S. Victor Constant, 
Esq., Treasurer, and Frederick E. Haight, Esq., Historian. 

No more meetings were held until October 18th, 1892, 
when the board met at the office of Mr. Murray, 115 Broad- 
way, New York. On November 10th, in the same place, the 
Committee on Membership, consisting of Mr. Haight, Chair- 
man, Col. Draper, Secretary, and Mr. Murray, reported that 
the application papers of twenty-seven candidates had been 
passed upon. Thereupon these gentlemen were elected to the 
Society as the first members. 

It was at this time that the undress insignia was adopted, 
a small bow knot of British scarlet, to be worn in the left lapel 
of the coat. Thirty-five of these decorations were made by 
Mrs. T. Wain-Morgan Draper of ribbon one-eighth of an inch 
wide in a one-inch bow, and worn until the present rosette and 
insignia were adopted. The colors of the Society were later 
changed to scarlet and white, more closely following the Colon- 
ial uniform. 
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At the next three meetings, held in Mr. Murray's office, 
the Constitution and By-Laws were adopted and thirty-eight 
more members were elected. 

The First General Court was held at Delmonico's old 
restaurant, 26th Street and 5th Avenue, on December 19th, 
1892, the anniversary of the Great Swamp Fight of 1675, a 
date still observed for this assembly. Forty members voted 
for the first officers of the Society. The first Governor was 
Frederic J. de Peyster, Esq. ; the Secretary, Howland Pell, Esq. 

The Council had no fixed meeting-place for some years. 
The offices of Mr. Murray, Arthur M. Hatch, Esq., T. J. 
Oakley Rhinelander, Esq., Ludlow Ogden, Esq., George R. 
Schieffelin, Esq., and others were often used, and frequently 
meetings were held in the evening at the residences of the 
officers. Mr. de Peyster, Mr. Pell, David Banks, Jr., Esq., 
James William Beekman, Esq., De Forest Grant, Esq., General 
James M. Varnum, and others in this way opened their homes 
to the board. 

From 1892 to 1895, the business office of the Society was 
with the Secretary, Mr. Pell, at Nos. 4 and 6 Warren Street, 
New York. 

On December 19th, 1896, the Society moved into the first 
office of its own. Room No. Ill, 37 Liberty Street, New York. 
This room was meant for the convenience of the members and 
the Council did not meet there more than a few times. A 
second move was made on April 5th, 1897, when Room 62, 
45 William Street, was occupied, and these quarters were 
held until May 1st, 1914, when the present suite of three rooms 
at 43 Cedar Street was leased.

He was born on June 24, 1855, in the City of New York, the 
son of Daniel H. and Julia (Duff) Gregory. His death came 
on September 23, 1915, at his home in Albany. 

Judge Gregory's early life was spent in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
where he attended the Lafayette Institute, preparing for 
Columbia College, of which he was a graduate. He went to 
Albany in 1875 and graduated from the Albany Law School 
in 1877. Upon his admission to the bar he became associated 
with the Albany firm of Parker and Countryman, leaving them 
in 1884 to form a partnership with his brother, the late George 
Stuart Gregory, a relation which was severed by his brother's 
death in 1888. In November, 1888, he was elected an Alder- 
man and served for four consecutive terms. In 1892 he was 
chosen Chairman of the Albany County Republican General 
Committee and again in 1894. He resigned in 1896 because of 
his election in 1895 as County Judge, an office he held until 
1902. He practiced law to the time of his death. 

He was a member of the Fort Orange Club and the Albany 
Club, being president of the latter for seven terms. He also 
belonged to the Albany Country Club and the Sons of the 
Revolution and was a director of the Albany County Bank and 
the Albany Insurance Company.

Lowell Mason Palmer was born on March 11, 1845, in 
Chester, Geauga County, Ohio, the son of Chester and Achsah 
(Melvin) Palmer. His death came at his summer home in 
Stamford, Connecticut, on September 30, 1915. 
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As a young man he served in the Civil War as a First 
Lieutenant in the First Ohio Volunteer Light Artillery. Upon 
the close of the war he came to the East, making his home in 
Brooklyn, where he lived up to the time of his death. 

He was the founder and for many years the President of 
the Palmer Dock Company, organizer and President of the 
Brooklyn Cooperage Company, President of E. R. Squibb and 
Sons of Manhattan, Vice-President of the Palmer Lime and 
Cement Company, and a Director or Trustee of many banks 
and corporations. He was also a founder and Director of the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music, a Trustee of the Brooklyn Insti- 
tute of Arts and Sciences and of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Brooklyn. He belonged to the Ohio Society of New York 
and to the Loyal Legion. 

His election to the Society of Colonial Wars came on April 
28, 1899, as a descendant of John Melvin of Charlestown, 
Mass., who served in King Philip's War. He later filed 
twenty-seven additional claims, including descent from John 
Howland, Governor Thomas Mayhew, Captain John Gorham, 
Captain Nathaniel White, and Samuel Palmer. 

He married Miss Grace Humphrey Foote, who survives 
him with two sons, Lowell Mason, Jr., and Carlton Humphreys 
Palmer, and four daughters.

Von Beck Canfield died on October 18, 1915, and was 
buried from the house of his brother, Palmer Canfield, in 
Kingston, N. Y., on October 21st. 

Mr. Canfield was born on January 12, 1859, in Kingston, 
N. Y., the son of Palmer Adsit and Mary (von Beck) Can- 
field. He graduated at Ulster Academy, Kingston, N. Y., in 
1876, then entering the office of the late Calvert Vaux of New 
York City as a student of architecture. From 1881 to 1903 
he was with the Tiffany Studios, first under Mr. John du Fais 
and then succeeding him there. From 1903 to 1908 he was 
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Mr. du Fais' associate in architecture, afterwards practising 
'by himself, and serving from 1912 up to the time of his death 
as designer in the office of the State Architect at Albany. He 
had been a Director and Secretary of the Tiffany Glass and 
Decorating Company and President of the Canfield Supply 
Company of Kingston. 

He joined the Society of Colonial Wars on October 31, 
1912, as a descendant of Francis Willoughby, a Captain in the 
English Navy and Member of Parliament, who became Deputy 
Governor of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. He later filed 
supplemental lines of descent from John Adsit, William 
Bogardus, Richard Treat, and Mathew Camfield. 

He was also a member of the Sons of the Revolution of 
New York, the St. Nicholas Society of Nassau Island, Rond- 
out Club of Kingston, Architectural League of New York, New 
York State Historical Association, and from 1890 to 1902 of 
the Montauk Club of Brooklyn. In Free Masonry he was a 
member of Rondout Lodge, No. 343 of Kingston; Kingston 
Chapter No. 155, Order of the Eastern Star; the Mystic 
Shrine, Mecca Temple, New York ; and New York Consistory, 
32d Degree Scottish Rite. He also belonged to the Royal 
Arcanum in Brooklyn and in Albany. He took an active inter- 
est in the Republican party.

Robert Livingston Fryer was born on December 12, 1847, 
in Albany, New York, and became a prominent and much re- 
spected citizen of Buffalo. His parents were William John 
and Margaret Livingston (Crofts) Fryer, and he was de- 
scended from many of the most notable families of this State. 
His election to the Society of Colonial Wars, which came on 
April 30, 1897, was by right of his descent from Robert 
Livingston, first Lord of Livingston Manor, and he later filed 
records showing his descent from twenty-one other notables, 
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all New York men, representing such houses as Van Cortlandt, 
Livingston, Schuyler, de Peyster, Phillipse, Cuyler, Van Brugh, 
Van Dam and Van Slichtenhorst. 

Mr. Fryer entered upon his business life in Albany in a 
lumber firm which later, upon his admission as a partner, be- 
came Gratwick and Fryer, and moved its office to Buffalo. He 
was also President of the H-O Cereal Company, of the Manu- 
facturers and Traders Bank, and of the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany. He was vice-president of the Buffalo Gas Company, 
and a director in various important corporations. 

Much interested in civic affairs, he was an organizer and 
incorporator of the Franklin School, which later became 
merged with the Nichols School, and was the President of the 
Buffalo State Normal School. In the American Scenic and 
Preservation Society of New York he was a Trustee and 
active worker, and was responsible for the building of the 
beautiful banking house for the Manufacturers and Traders. 
Of Trinity Protestant Episcopal Church he was for years a 
vestryman and warden. He was a member of the Sons of 
the American Revolution, Holland Society of New York, 
Buffalo, Saturn, and Country Clubs of Buffalo, and Metro- 
politan, Manhattan, and Bankers Club of New York City. 

He married on December 7, 1882, Miss Melissa Dodge Pratt, 
the daughter of Pascal Paoli Pratt of Buffalo, who survives 
him with a daughter and two sons, Pascal Pratt and Livingston 
Fryer. 

Mr. Fryer's death came on October 20, 1915, at his home 
in Buffalo.

Mr. FluNTiNGTON died on October 28, 1915, in the Flower 
Hospital, New York City. 

He had been a member of the Society since April 30, 1897, 
when he was elected as a descendant of Lieutenant Colonel 
Jabez Huntington, a distinguished soldier of Norwich, Con- 
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necticut, who afterwards became a Major General in the War 
of the Revolution. Mr. Huntington also had on record his 
descent from eight other Colonial worthies, including Elder 
William Brewster and John Alden. 

Charles Richards Huntington was the son of Daniel Hunt- 
ington, the artist, and Harriet Sophia (Richards) Huntington, 
his birth coming on January 5, 1847. He was educated at the 
school of Dr. Joshua Huntington in Brooklyn, later attending 
the Kensington Park Grammar School in London, England, 
and the Charterhouse or Blue Coat School. After several 
years in business in London he returned to New York as a 
commission merchant. He retired twenty-five years ago. 

He belonged to the Century Association, Players Club, Sons 
of the Revolution, New York Historical Society, and the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

He married Miss Mary Tenant Irving, who survives him 
with four daughters and a son, E. Irving Huntington.

Eben Storer died on November 7, 1915, at his home in 
Glen Cove, Long Island. He was born on December 24, 1866, 
in Brooklyn, the son of Edward and Annie A. (Burnett) 
Storer. 

At the age of nineteen he entered business for himself as a 
bank stationer, continuing as such until 1911, when he became 
associated with the M. B. Brown Printing and Binding Com- 
pany of Manhattan. 

For ten years he served in the Twenty-third New York 
Infantry of Brooklyn, becoming a First Sergeant. 

He was elected to the Society of Colonial Wars on April 26, 
1901, as a descendant of Lieutenant Joseph Storer (1648- 
1730), who maintained a garrison house in Wells, Maine, 
against attacks by Indians. Mr. Storer bore the name of 
another of his ancestors. Lieutenant Ebenezer Storer, an 
original member of the Cincinnati in New York. 
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He belonged to the New England Society, Sons of the 
Revolution, Nassau Country Club of Glen Cove, and Crescent 
Athletic Club of Brooklyn. He was a Thirty-second degree 
Mason. 

He married Miss Augusta Tobey, who survives him with a 
son, Edward S. Storer, and three daughters.

The Society of Colonial Wars was founded in the office of 
Colonel T. Waln-Morgan Draper at No. 45 Broadway, 
New York City, on July 10, 1892, and Colonel Draper's name 
appears as one of the ten organizers and incorporators. He 
was the Secretary of this preliminary body, the Secretary of 
the first Committee on Membership, and a member of the first 
Council. He was also a founder (1896) and the first Secretary 
of the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of Colorado. His 
eligibility to the Society was based upon his descent from 
Captain James Draper of Dedham, Massachusetts, who served 
in King Philip's War, and from eight other Colonial warriors. 

He was born on March 12, 1855, in New York City, and 
died there on November 8, 191 5. His parents were Colonel 
Theodore Sedgwick and Elizabeth (Morgan) Draper. He was 
educated in the schools of his native city and at institutions in 
Germany and Switzerland. He graduated from the Royal 
Polytechnicum of Munich, Bavaria, as a Civil Engineer in 
1873, and from the Royal School of Mines of Eriberg, Saxony, 
as a Mining Engineer in 1875. He served as a volunteer with 
the Second Saxon Lancers, Twelfth Army Corps, in the 
Eranco-German War of 1870, being a participant in the battles 
of Metz, Orleans and Sedan and in the siege of Paris. At 
Munich he belonged to the Corps Vitruvia and at Eriberg to 
the Corps Montania, and was imprisoned for duelling for one 
month. 

Upon his return to America in 1876 he was made first assist- 
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ant in charge of the United States Government Mineralogical 
and Geological exhibits at the Centennial Exposition. Late 
in 1876 he went to Colorado, where he remained in the active 
practice of his profession until 1881. He returned to New 
York to live there until 1896, when he went back to Colorado. 
From 1884 to 1889 he was Chief Engineer of the Atlantic and 
Danville, and Danville and East Tennessee Railroads. In 1899 
he went to Alaska as General Superintendent of Mines and 
Chief Engineer of the North American Transportation and 
Trading Company. He then lived in San Francisco for some 
years and spent the last part of his life in New York City. He 
had always travelled much, particularly in Europe and Central 
and South America. 

He enlisted as a private in Company "C," First Regiment, 
Colorado National Guard (Pitkin Guards) in 1880, and was 
commissioned that same year as Assistant Inspector General, 
with the rank of Captain. While in New York he was Captain 
of Company "B," Seventy-first Infantry. He later became 
Colonel of the First Colorado Infantry and Colonel and Divi- 
sion Engineer Officer of the National Guard of California. 
He saw active service in a Ute Indian outbreak and a South 
American revolution. During the War with Spain he was a 
Captain of the Second Regiment of United States Volunteer 
Engineers (June 7, 1898-May 16, 1899) on active duty at 
Havana and in the Hawaiian Islands. He received the thanks 
of the Legislature of Colorado for his war services. 

Colonel Draper was much interested in genealogy and was 
the author of several published books, including "The Drapers 
of America," "History of the Bemis Family," "Tiffany History 
and Genealogy," and "The Morgan Memorial." He belonged 
at one time or another to the New York and Colorado Societies 
of the Sons of the Revolution, the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution in Colorado, Society of the War of 1812, Military and 
Naval Order of the Spanish-American War, New York 
Historical Society, Dedham Historical Society, the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers and various clubs. He was 
a Republican and an Episcopalian. 

He married in New York City on June 4, 1884, Miss Louise 
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Graham Kelsey of Rochester, who made the first ribbon deco- 
rations of the Society of Colonial Wars, and who survives him 
with two daughters and a son, T. Wain-Morgan Draper, Jr.

James Le Baron Willard died at his home in Brooklyn, 
New York, on December 22, 1915. He was born on March i, 
1834, in Brooklyn, the son of George L. and Harriet E. (Le 
Baron) Willard, and educated at Columbia University, being 
a member of the Class of 1854, although not graduating. 

For many years Mr. Willard was a cotton commission 
merchant but much of the later part of his life was devoted 
to work on genealogical and historical subjects. Besides his 
membership in the Society of Colonial Wars, he belonged to 
the Society of Mayflower Descendants, Sons of the Revolution, 
Order of Descendants of Colonial Governors, New York State 
Historical Association, Society for the Preservation of New 
England Antiquities, and the Long Island, Connecticut, and 
Newport Historical Societies. He in particular gave much 
devoted service to the Society of Mayflower Descendants in 
the State of New York, of which he was the Historian for 
twelve years, holding office up to the date of his death. 

He was elected to the Society of Colonial Wars on April 28, 
1899, as a descendant of Dr. Jacob Willard (1646-1710) of 
Newton, Massachusetts, a Surgeon with the Massachusetts 
troops in the Great Swamp Fight that ended King Philip's 
War in 1675. He later submitted additional records showing 
his descent from Governor William Bradford of Plymouth, 
Governor Roger Williams of Rhode Island, and some six other 
important claims. Among his ancestors not filed with the 
Society were Henry Dunster, first President of Harvard Col- 
lege, and Major John Fiske of the Revolutionary Anny. 

Mr. Willard married on May 9, i860, Mary Bryar, who 
survived him.

Dr. Daniel Giraud Elliot died at his home in New York 
City in his eighty-first year, on December 22, 1915. He had 
been a member of the Society since June 12, 1893, when he 
was elected as a descendant of Henry ElHot, a soldier in King 
Philip's War. He had also recorded his descent from Gover- 
nor Thomas Welles, Richard Treat, William Goodrich and 
three other ancestors with Colonial service. 

Dr. Elliot was the son of George Thompson and Rebecca 
Giraud (Foster) Elliot, and was born in New York City on 
March 7, 1835. He received an academic education and then 
specialized in zoology. He became preeminent as an ornitho- 
logist and mammalogist, was given the degree of Doctor of 
Science by Columbia University in 1906, was ten times deco- 
rated by foreign governments, and received many other honors. 
To him and to one other go most of the credit for founding the 
American Museum of Natural History in 1868 and 1869. Pro- 
fessor Albert S. Bickmore conceived the idea of the museum, 
and a group of powerful and public spirited citizens brought 
about its successful fruition, but Dr. Elliot was the best- 
equipped scientist and the only authority on natural history 
in the City of New York. His personal collection of birds 
was the first material of the kind the museum owned and his 
later gifts and purchases on behalf of the Trustees were ex- 
ceedingly important. He went abroad for the Museum as 
early as 1869 and made frequent other trips. He bought the 
Verreaux and Prince Maximilian collections, among others, 
and practically all his private collections and his scientific 
library went sooner or later to the Museum, of which he was 
a Trustee and staff member up to the time of his death. 

Dr. Elliot throughout his life was a great traveller. As a 
boy he went to the West Indian Islands and in 1857 to South 
America, afterwards to Sicily, Egypt, Palestine and Asia 
Minor. From 1869 on for ten years he made his home in 
Europe. Late in life he made two zoological expeditions to 
Alaska. In 1894 he went to Chicago as head of the depart- 
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ment of zoology of the Field Museum of Natural History and 
for the Museum went to Africa in 1896 and later to the 
Olympic Mountains, hitherto unpenetrated by scientists. While 
writing his "Review of the Primates," a work in three volumes, 
he made in 1906 a trip around the world, lasting a year and a 
half, while he made comparative studies of monkeys. 

To Dr. Elliot's credit were over seventeen books and hun- 
dreds of scientific articles. Among his more important produc- 
tions are "North American Shore Birds," "Wild Fowl of the 
United States and British Possessions," "New and Heretofore 
Unfigured Species of Birds of North America," and "Land 
and Sea Mammals of America and the West Indies." 

He belonged to the Royal Society of Edinburgh, the Century 
Association of New York, and many scientific organizations. 

He married Miss Ann EHza Henderson, who died before 
him, leaving one daughter, Miss Margaret Henderson Elliot.

Gilbert Robert Livingston died suddenly of heart failure 
on a railroad train between Newark and Jersey City, New 
Jersey, on December 23, 1915. The funeral services were at 
his residence in Nutley, New Jersey, and the interment at 
Carmel, Putnam County, New York. 

Mr. Livingston was born in Carmel, Putnam County, New 
York, on June 2, 1853, the son of Henry Gilbert and Sarah 
(Raymond) Livingston, and a descendant of Robert Living- 
ston, first Lord of the Manor of Livingston, his propositus in 
the Society of Colonial Wars, to which he was elected on 
November 26, 1895. 

He was a graduate of the Holbrook School of Ossining, 
New York and Williams College. At Williams, where his 
class was 1877, he was a member of Sigma Phi and in later 
years long served as a trustee of this fraternity. 
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Mr. Livingston was a grower of oranges in Florida until 
1900, when he entered the real estate field in the City of New 
York. He was the Treasurer of the East Side Co-operative 
House Owning and Investment Company. 

He married Miss Annie Lorraine Wheeler, who survives 
him with a daughter and a son, Gilbert Robert Livingston.

Alfred Bryant Price, born on July 12, 1837, in New York, 
died at his residence in the same city on January i, 1916. He 
had been a member of the Society since October 25, 1895. 
The son of Cyrus W. and Saletta A. (Green) Price, he was 
elected as a descendant of Lieutenant Henry Greene of Maiden, 
Massachusetts, who was a soldier in King Philip's War. 

Mr. Price was a graduate of the College of the City of New 
York and was a broker and later a real estate manager, but 
had been retired for thirty years when his death came. During 
the Civil War he served as Captain of Company "B," Twelfth 
Infantry, N. G. N. Y. 

In Republican and Masonic circles he was particularly 
active. He was a founder of the Republican Club of the City 
of New York and later served as treasurer and a vice-presi- 
dent. In Masonry he held at one time the office of Deputy 
Grand Master for New York State. He was a member of 
Howard Lodge, No. 35, F. & A. M. ; Columbian Commandery, 
Knights Templar ; Felix Council, Royal Arch Masons ; Scottish 
Rite ; Mystic Shrine ; Azim Grotto, and the Masonic Veterans. 
He also belonged to the Veteran Association of the Twelfth 
Regiment, the General Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen, 
and the Sons of the Revolution. 

He married and a daughter survives him.

Charles Landon Jones was born on January 5, 1856, in 
Wolcottville, Litchfield County, Connecticut, the son of Rev- 
erend Ezra and CorneHa W. (Landon) Jones. His death 
came on January i, 1916, the funeral services and interment 
being at Nashotah, Wisconsin, on January 5th. 

Mr. Jones joined the Society of Colonial Wars on March 30, 
1900, as a descendant of Josiah Jones, a Captain of Militia 
at Weston, Massachusetts, who served in King Philip's War. 
He further had on record twenty-eight supplemental claims, 
including Governor John Webster and Governor William 
Pitkin. 

Charles Landon Jones graduated from Columbia University 
with the degree of LL.B. in 1878, and was a practising attorney 
in New York City, a member of the firm of Nash and Jones. 
He belonged to the Union, Church, City Midday, Automobile 
of America, Canoe, Brook, Columbia University, National 
Democratic, and New York Athletic Clubs, and the Bar Asso- 
ciation, New York Historical Society, New York Genealogical 
and Biographical Society, Suffolk County Historical Society, 
American Geographical Society, and Sons of the Revolution.

Major General Isaac Swartout Catlin died at the 
Hotel St. George in Brooklyn on January 19, 1916, and services 
were held in Grace Episcopal Church in Brooklyn, at which 
four companies of Coast Artillery served as an escort. General 
Catlin was buried in the National Cemetery at Arlington. 

In his eighty-first year at the time of his death. General 
Catlin was born on July 8, 1835, in Owego, New York, the 
son of Nathaniel and Jane D. (Broadhead) Catlin. He was 
elected to the Society of Colonial Wars on February 23, 191 1, 
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as a descendant of Captain Daniel Broadhead of the English 
Army who served under Colonel Richard Nicolls at the attack 
on New Amsterdam and commanded a garrison at Esopus 
(Kingston), New York. He also had on record the services 
of three other ancestors in the Broadhead line. 

The General was educated at the Owego Academy and at 
Hobart College, Class of 1856. He early began the study of 
law and entered the office of General Benjamin F. Tracy, who 
afterwards married his sister. Mr. Catlin later became a mem- 
ber of the firm. He was elected Mayor of Owego in i860. 

Immediately upon President Lincoln's call for troops Isaac 
S. Catlin organized a company of infantry, said to be the first 
full company of volunteers raised in the North, which was 
attached to the Third New York Regiment. His career in the 
service was a brilliant one. He became Lieutenant Colonel in 
1862 and Colonel in 1864 of the 109th New York Volunteers, 
a regiment he commanded in most of the engagements from 
the Wilderness to the fall of Petersburg, when he became 
President of a general court martial in Washington. For 
gallantry in action he was brevetted as Major, Lieutenant Col- 
onel, Brigadier General, and Major General of Volunteers. In 
the battle of Petersburg, where he lost his right leg, his distin- 
guished conduct won for him the Medal of Honor. Some 
years after the war he was commissioned as Colonel and later 
as Brigadier General in the regular Army. 

Upon the disbandment of the Union Army, General CatHn 
returned to his home in Owego and from 1865 to 1867 "^^^ 
District Attorney of Tioga County, New York. In 1871 he 
removed to Brooklyn, as a law partner of General Benjamin 
F. Tracy, and that same year was elected Assistant United 
States District Attorney, and from 1877 to 1884 as District 
Attorney of Kings County. He was nominated for Mayor of 
Brooklyn in 1885, being defeated, and in 1893 refused a nomi- 
nation to Congress. When the war with Spain came he offered 
his services to the President, but his age interfered with active 
duty. He served on the Lincoln Centenary Committee of New 
York City in 1909 and on other important commissions. He 
was a Republican and an Episcopalian. He belonged to the 
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Loyal Legion, the Sons of the Revolution, and Huguenot 
Society. 

His wife, who died some years before him, was Virginie de 
Grasse Bacon. He had one daughter and a son, Captain 
George de Grasse Catlin, U. S. Army, a member of the Society 
of Colonial Wars.

John Stuyvesant Bussing was elected to the Society on 
June 3, 1901, representing Dirck Teunise van Vechten, a 
Hollander who served as Captain in the New York Provincial 
forces. Mr. Bussing was also a descendant of Captain Arent 
Harmense Bussing and Claude Le Maistre. 

He was a son of John Schermerhorn and Ann (van Nest) 
Bussing, being born in New York City on September 21, 1838. 
For nearly thirty-three years he was in the banking and broker- 
age business as a member of the firm of Gelston and Bussing, 
organized in 1865. The partnership was dissolved by the death 
of Mr. Gelston, but Mr. Bussing retained his membership in 
the New York Stock Exchange for some years later. 

In 1861 he enlisted as a private in Company "A" of the 
Twenty-second Regiment, N. G. N. Y. When it was mustered 
into the United States service on June 18, 1863, Mr. Bussing 
was a corporal and served as such in the field until his regiment 
was mustered out on July 24, 1863. He was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant on June 22, 1866, and the following year 
became a First Lieutenant. Altogether he served over seven 
years in the regiment and later was elected Adjutant of the 
Veteran Corps. 

Since his retirement from business in 1898 Mr. Bussing gave 
much attention to church and charitable work. He served as a. 
member of the Consistory of the Collegiate Reformed Church 
for thirty-three years, was Treasurer of the Board of Domestic 
Missions of the Church, Treasurer of the Industrial Educa- 
tional Association, a member of the board of managers of both 
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the Young Men's and the Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tions, a trustee of the Northern Dispensary, and President of 
the New York Bible Society. He belonged to the Saint 
Nicholas Society and the Sons of the Revolution. 

Mr. Bussing died at his home in New York on January 24, 
1916. His widow survives him.

Edward de Rose was elected to the Society on April 27, 
1894, as a descendant of Colonel Robert Livingston, first Lord 
of the Manor of Livingston. He was the son of A. Louis and 
Susan (Taylor) de Rose, born on July 27, 1835, in New York 
City, and dying there on January 25, 1916. Funeral services 
were at his house and the interment at Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Mr. de Rose was educated at private schools and with a 
tutor at Cambridge. He was in Wall Street for a short time 
as a banker but retired when very young to take care of his 
own estate. He lived abroad several years. 

He was a member of the Union Club, the Meadow Club of 
Southampton, and the Saint Nicholas Society of the City of 
New York. He at one time belonged to the Metropolitan and 
Tuxedo Clubs. 

Mr. de Rose married twice, first Miss Julia M. Varnum and 
secondly. Miss Susan Graham Varnum. A son by the first 
marriage, born in 1876, died in 1897, and a daughter by the 
second survives with Mrs. de Rose.

Fredrick Heber Eaton died at his home in New York City 
on January 28, 1 91 6. He had been a member of the Society 
since March 25, 1909, when he was admitted as a descendant 
of Samuel Symonds, Deputy Governor of the Massachusetts 
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Bay Colony from 1673 to 1678. He later placed on record the 
services of eighteen other qualifying ancestors. 

Mr. Eaton was born on April 13, 1863, in Berwick, Penn- 
sylvania, the son of Ralph H. and Eliza Knapp (Dickerman) 
Eaton. His education was in the local public schools, and he 
early entered the employ of the Jackson and Woodin Car 
Manufacturing Company at Berwick. Beginning at the bottom, 
he held every position up to that of President. When in 1900 
this plant was taken over by the American Car and Foundry 
Company, he became first a Vice-President and in 1902 Presi- 
dent of the larger organization. He served as a director and 
trustee of many large corporations. 

Mr. Eaton belonged to many clubs, including the Union, 
Metropolitan, Union League, New York Athletic, Engineer, 
City Midday, Railroad, Automobile of America, all of New 
York, the Union League of Philadelphia, Racquet of St. 
Louis, and the Rumson, Ardsley, Deal, Garden City, and 
Sleepy Hollow Country Clubs. He was also a member of 
the Sons of the Revolution. Pennsylvania Society of New 
York, American Geographical Society, New York Genealogical 
and Biographical Society, and many other organizations. 

He married in 1881 Miss C. Elizabeth Furman, who with 
one daughter, Mrs. M. Jackson Crispin, survives him.

Oswald Jackson, the only son of Mrs. Ella Moore Willing 
and the late Major Oswald Jackson, died in his forty-fifth 
year of pneumonia on January 30, 1916, at his New York 
home. The interment was at Laurel Hill Cemetery in Phila- 
delphia. 

Mr. Jackson graduated from the Columbia Grammar School 
and Columbia University, taking his degree at the School of 
Mines in 1892. He took up his profession of civil engineering 
only to relinquish it in 1912 for painting, for which his talent 
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was great. He entered the studio of Mr. William M. Chase 
and made important strides in his art until cut off in the prime 
of his life. He excelled in portraiture and made frequent visits 
to Europe to enlarge his knowledge and enrich his taste. 

Born in Philadelphia on September 5, 1870, he joined the 
Society of Colonial Wars on February 3, 1893. His original 
application was in right of the Honorable Benjamin Chew of 
Pennsylvania, member of the Council, Attorney General, and 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. H^e later put on record 
his descent from eleven other Colonial notables, including such 
well-known Maryland and Pennsylvania names as Shippen, 
Lee, Digges, Lloyd, Willing, and Darnall. He was a member of 
the Sons of the Revolution as a great-great-grandson of the 
distinguished Charles Carroll of Carrollton and of Thomas 
Willing, President of the Pennsylvania Provincial Congress. 
Mr. Jackson belonged to the Loyal Legion through his father's 
services in the War of the Rebellion, and also to the Union 
Club of New York.

Francis Titus Luquer Lane was bom on January 29, 
1853, in New York City, the son of Peter Van Zandt and 
Elizabeth Anne (Luquer) Lane. He died on February 3, 
1916, at his home in New York City, and services were held 
at St. Thomas' Church, New York City, on February fifth. 

Mr. Lane was elected to the Society on November 26, 1897, 
qualifying first through the services of his ancestor Jan 
L'Escuyer (Lequie) a Huguenot who served at Esopus (King- 
ston), New York, in the Indian War of 1660. He later put 
on record his descent from twenty-six other Colonial soldiers 
and civil officers, chiefly representing early New York families, 
such as van Gelder, Duryea, Rapelje, de Sille, Ten Eyck, 
de Key, and van Couwenhoven. 

Mr. Lane was a graduate of Rensselaer Institute in 1875, 
and a member of the Sons of the Revolution, Military Society 
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of the War of 1812, Saint Nicholas Society of the City of New 
York, Society of American Wars, Huguenot Society, and Aero 
Club. 

Fie married Miss Carrie M. Carpenter, who survives him 
with one daughter, Mrs. W. A. Rembert Hall.

William Alfred Perry was elected to the Society on De- 
cember 26, 1 91 2, as a descendant of Reverend Thomas Hooker 
(1585- 1 647) of Hartford, the recognized leader of the expedi- 
tion which founded the Colony of Connecticut in 1635. 

Mr. Perry was born on April 22, 1835, in Brooklyn, New 
York, the son of Joseph Alfred and Emily Constable (Pierre- 
pont) Perry. Graduating from Columbia College in 1855 as 
an engineer, he entered the following year the employ of Henry 
R. Worthington and Company, manufacturers of steam pumps, 
and remained with this firm until his retirement from active 
business in 1893. At that time he was the senior partner and 
for a few years later he remained as Vice-President. 

He was a member of the University and Engineers Clubs 
of New York, the Century Association, American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, American Museum of Natural History, 
and American Geographical Society. 

On October 7, 1868, Mr. Perry married Miss Emma Con- 
stance Frink. His death came on February 16, 1916, at his 
residence in the City of New York. Mrs. Perry is still Kving 
and a son, Henry Pierrepont Perry, is a member of the Society 
of Colonial Wars.

RiDGELY Hunt, born on January 31, 1854, in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, died in Washington, District of Columbia, on Feb- 
ruary 23d, and was buried at Arlington Cemetery on February 
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25th, 1916. His parents were William H. and Elizabeth 
Augusta (Ridgely) Hunt, his father having been Secretary 
of the Navy under President Garfield and Minister to Russia 
under President Arthur. Their son entered the United States 
Naval Academy, graduating with the Class of 1875. He had 
reached the rank of Lieutenant in the Navy when he retired 
in 1898 because of deafness. He then became Chief of the 
Hydrographic Office in New York City serving there until 
1912 when he took up his residence in Washington. 

Lieutenant Hunt was awarded in 1912 the First Prize by 
the Naval Institute for an essay on "Naval Might," and in 
1916 Honorable Mention for one on education at Annapolis. 

He was elected to the Society of Colonial Wars on December 
27, 1901, as a descendant of Colonel Robert Livingston, First 
Lord of the Manor of Livingston. He was also a member of 
the University Club of New York, Army and Navy Club of 
Washington, and the Order of Descendants of Lords of the 
Manor in America. 

Lieutenant Hunt first married in 1886 Miss Virginia de 
Lancey Kearny, a daughter of General Philip Kearny, who 
died in 1897. His second wife was Miss Margarita Cress 
of Charleston, South Carolina, who survives him with two 
children by the first marriage. His son, Ridgely Hunt, Jr., is 
a member of the Society of Colonial Wars.

L. Stuart Wing died in his fifty-second year on March i, 
1916, at his home in New York City. The son of John Daniel 
and Adelaide Warner (Hinman) Wing, he was born in New 
York City. 

At the time of his death Mr. Wing was Vice-President of 
Wing and Evans, chemical merchants of New York City, a 
Director of the Saint Bartholomew's Loan Association, and 
prominent in other business enterprises. Much of his attention 
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was given to his farm in Millbrook, Dutchess County, New 
York, where he was particularly interested in stock raising. 

Louis Stuart Wing was elected to the Society of Colonial 
Wars on December 29, 1904, as a descendant of Captain John 
Underhill, a Colonial officer with distinguished services. He 
later filed the records of his descent from Lieutenant Robert 
Feake, John Russell and Ensign Thomas Cornell. 

Mr. Wing was a member of the Metropolitan, New York 
Yacht, Racquet and Tennis, Knollwood, Piping Rock, New 
York Athletic, Turf and Field, and Sleepy Hollow Country 
Clubs, the Down Town Association, American Museum of 
Natural History, National Hunts and Steeple Chase Associa- 
tion, New York State Agricultural Society, and American 
Jersey Cattle Club. 

In 1888 he married Miss Bertha Louise Hurlbut, by whom 
he is survived, together with his two sons, S. Bryce and L. 
Stuart Wing, Jr.

Edwin Somarindyck Townsend was born on September 
ID, 1843, in New York City, the son of William H. and Eliza- 
beth (McCoon) Townsend. His death came on March 7, 
1916, at his New York home. The interment was at Green- 
wood Cemetery, Brooklyn, on March ninth. 

Mr. Townsend was educated in a high school at Tarrytown, 
New York, from which he graduated when about eighteen 
years old. He immediately started in business with his father, 
William H. Townsend, who was a member of the firm of 
Henry, Smith and Townsend, wholesale dry goods merchants, 
and was with them until after the Civil War, when he became 
connected with John Shillto and Company, representing them 
as one of their wholesale New York buyers. He left them 
after a number of years to go in business for himself, as a 
resident buyer, representing wholesale dry goods concerns in 
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the different parts of the country. He continued this business 
until a few months before he died. 

On January 21, 1875, he married Miss Frances Marion Hol- 
brook, and there are left a daughter and a son, I. Holbrook 
Townsend, a member of the Society of Colonial Wars. 

Edwin S. Townsend was elected to the Society on May 27, 
1909, as a descendant of Captain John Underbill a man of 
very considerable reputation in the Colonial period.

William Edwin Hoyt, who died in Rochester, New York, 
on April 2, 19 16, was for many years the Local Secretary at 
Rochester for the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of 
New York and was always most capable and conscientious in 
his attention to the duties of that office. He had been a mem- 
ber of the Society since May 31, 1895, placing on record his 
descent from John Alden, and the three Governors Thomas 
Dudley, Simon Bradstreet, and Thomas Wiggin. 

Mr. Hoyt was born in Portsmouth, New Hampshire, on 
July 3, 1845, the son of Alfred Metcalf and Harriet Walker 
(Fabyan) Hoyt. He was fitted for college at Phillips Exeter 
Academy and started on his academic college course in 1865. 
At the end of his sophomore year he changed to scientific work, 
entering the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. He 
graduated from the Institute with the degrees of Civil Engineer 
and Bachelor of Science. 

During his vacations Mr. Hoyt had already been engaged in 
work on the Government fortifications at Portsmouth Harbor, 
then being constructed by his father. He began his connection 
with railroads in 1868 on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
and was with this road or its subsidiaries for some years, re- 
siding chiefly in Iowa and Illinois. He gave up this association 
in 1873 to go abroad for further study and observation. Upon 
his return he established himself as a civil and consulting 
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engineer in Boston and moreover was in charge of two de- 
partments of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. In 
1880 he was in Canada as a railroad engineer and in 1881 was 
appointed Chief Engineer of the Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts- 
burgh Railway Company, a position he held for almost twenty 
years. In 1900 Mr. Hoyt entered the service of the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad, remaining in their 
engineering department to the time of his death. He served 
on important commissions for this line, going as official repre- 
sentative of the road to Mexico in 1901 and in 1905 to the 
International Railway Congress in Europe. 

Mr. Hoyt served as Health Commissioner of Rochester from 
1892 to 1897. He belonged to the Genesee Valley, Fortnightly, 
and Country Clubs of Rochester, Transportation Club of New 
York, American Society of Civil Engineers, National Geo- 
graphical Society, and American Railway Engineering Associa- 
tion. 

In 1876 came his marriage to Miss Susan Rogers White of 
Boston. He leaves a daughter and a son, Charles Wentworth 
Hoyt, M.D., a member of the Society of Colonial Wars.

Major General Joseph Grafton Story died on April 8, 
1916, at his home in Brooklyn. He was eighty years old, his 
birth having come on March 18, 1836, in Brooklyn, the residence 
of his parents, Robert Randall and Adelia Ann (Munson) 
Story. He had been a member of the Society since March 2, 
1893, when he was elected as a descendant of Captain Thomas 
Munson, who served in King Philip's and the Pequot Wars. 
He later filed record of his descent from Deputy-Governor 
Samuel Symonds, Major Samuel Appleton, and three other 
ancestors. 

General Story was engaged in business in Brooklyn but all 
his life gave much of his time to the National Guard of New 
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York, with which he was connected for fifty years. In April, 
i86i, he started his military career by joining the City Guard 
Reserve of Brooklyn. The following year he was the first 
man to enlist in the Twenty-third Infantry, N. G. N. Y., with 
which he served nineteen years, going to the front as First 
Sergeant of Company "A" in 1863. After the War he rose to 
be Captain of this Company and remained with the regiment 
until 1880. On January 20, 1880, he became a Colonel, serv- 
ing as Assistant Inspector of Rifle Practice and Assistant Chief 
of Ordnance for the State. Adjutant General Andrews of 
New York made Colonel Story his First Assistant Adjutant 
General with rank from January, 1899. Upon Colonel Story's 
retirement from the service on December 31, 191 1, he was first 
brevetted Brigadier General for "long, faithful and meritorious 
service" and later brevetted a Major General. For years 
Colonel Story was in charge of the State Arsenal in New York 
City. He long served as Post Quartermaster and Assistant 
Commissary of the State Camp at Peekskill and as a director 
of the National Rifle Association was in charge of the competi- 
tion at the international rifle matches at the Creedmoor Range 
in 1870. He took part in all the riots and other active service 
of the Guard in his time and during the Spanish-American War 
was attached to Camp Townsend at Peekskill. 

General Story was a Charter member of Lafayette Post of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, a member and former Presi- 
dent of the Veteran's Association of the Twenty-third Regi- 
ment, and President of the Veterans of Company "A" of the 
Twenty-third. He belonged also to the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion, Military Society of the War of 1812, and Central Lodge, 
No. 361, F. and A. M. He was a trustee of the Clinton Ave- 
nue Congregational Church of Brooklyn. 

In 1863 General Story married Miss Emma A. Freeman who 
died before him. He left a daughter and two sons, one, Henry 
Grafton Story, being a member of the Society of Colonial 
Wars.

Lewis Bayard Smith, an early member of the Society, was 
elected on November 10, 1893, representing his ancestor Major 
General Humphrey Atherton, of Massachusetts, who com- 
manded the expedition against the Narragansetts in 1650. 
There was also on record his descent from Colonel Leonard 
Lispenard, Captain Anthony Rutgers, Lieutenant Joseph 
Mather, Captain Anthony Lispenard and Antoine Lispenard. 

Born on August 16, 1839, in New York City, Lewis Bayard 
Smith was the son of Joseph Mather and Henrietta M. (Bears) 
Smith. He died in his seventy-seventh year on April 19, 1916. 
The funeral services were at his home in Morristown, New 
Jersey. 

Mr. Smith attended New York University and then entered 
the tea and raw silk importation business as a partner of his 
uncle, William H. Smith. He retired some years before his 
death. 

He served a total of seven years in Company "H" of the 
Seventh New York Infantry, enlisting in i860 and taking his 
discharge as a Sergeant in 1867. He was a member of the 
Veteran Association of the Regiment and also belonged to the 
Military Society of the War of 1812, Saint Nicholas Society, 
and Sons of the Revolution. 

Mr. Smith married Miss Louisa Norwood, who survives him 
with a daughter, Mrs. Samuel Verplanck Hoffman, and a son, 
Bayard Marston Smith, a member of the Society of Colonial 
Wars.

Robert Leonard Ide was born on July 29, 1858, in Boston, 
Massachusetts, the son of George Leonard and Elizabeth H. 
(Wilde) Ide. He died on May 10, 1916, at his home in New 
York City. The funeral services and interment were in Boston. 
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Mr. Ide had been a member of the Society since April 27, 
1911, as a descendant of Nicholas Ide, a soldier in King 
Philip's War. 

Educated in Boston, Mr. Ide was about to enter Harvard 
College when his eyes failed him and he went into business. 
He began work with the stock brokerage firm of J. R. WilHston 
and Company twenty-five years ago and remained with them 
to his death; for all but the first five years as a member of 
the firm. Thirteen years ago he made his residence in New 
York City and was connected with the local branch office. 
He belonged to both the Boston and New York Stock Ex- 
changes. 

He belonged to the Sons of the Revolution, but had resigned 
from various clubs some years before his death. His wife, 
who was Miss Idalia Levy, survives him.

Elihu Chauncey was elected to the Society on May 31, 
1895, qualifying first through the services of Colonel Elihu 
Chauncey, his great-grandfather, a Chief Justice of Connecti- 
cut and the Commander of a Regiment in the French and 
Indian Wars. He later put on record his descent from six 
other notables of Colonial New England, including Colonel 
Edmund Quincy, Lieutenant General John Walley, Major Gen- 
eral Daniel Gookin, and Governor John Haynes. 

The parents of Elihu Chauncey were Nathaniel and Eliza- 
beth Sewall (Salisbury) Chauncey. He was in his seventy- 
sixth year when he died, having been born on August 17, 1840, 
in Philadelphia, and dying in New York City on May 16, 1916. 
He was interred at Poughkeepsie, New York. 

Educated first at a private school near Boston, Mr. Chauncey 
went to Harvard College, from which he graduated in 1861. 
He held the degrees of B.A. and M.A. 

Mr. Chauncey was in business in the City of New York 
as a director in several corporations and as the manager of 
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family estates. He was for many years prominent in the care 
and direction of the leading educational and charitable institu- 
tions of the Episcopal Church in New York. 

He belonged to many societies and clubs, including the Uni- 
versity, Century, Grolier and Church Clubs of New York, 
University Club of Boston, York Harbour Country Club, New 
York Zoological Society, American Forestry Association, Civil 
Service Reform Association, and National Geographical 
Society. 

Mrs. Chauncey, who survives her husband, was Miss Mary 
J. Potter, daughter of Bishop Horatio Potter of New York. 
Their only child is NathaHe Elizabeth, the wife of Seth Low 
Pierrepont.

Eugene Nugent Robinson died on May 30, 1916, in his 
apartments in New York City. He was the son of Nugent and 
Janet (Nevill) Robinson and was born in Dubhn, Ireland, on 
August I, 1874. His qualifying ancestor in this Society, to 
which his election came on November 26, 1897, was Lieutenant 
Richard Nugent, who served as an officer under General Am- 
herst at Louisbourg. 

Mr. Robinson, who was a practising attorney in New York 
City, was much interested in yachting and in naval affairs 
generally. During the War with Spain he held the rank of 
Ensign in the United States Navy. He was Watch and Division 
Officer on the U. S. S. "Nahant," and Navigator on the U. S. S. 
"Rainbow." He was a Lieutenant Commander in the First 
Battalion, New York Naval Militia, and served on the Board 
of Governors of the Veteran Association of the Battalion. 
He belonged to the New York Yacht Club and the Naval 
and Military Order of the Spanish-American War. He was 
prominently identified with relief work among the Americans 
stranded in Europe at the outbreak of the great War and was 
a member of the Relief Committee of the S. S. "Adriatic."

Walter Bryant Hotchkin was elected to the Society on 
April 30, 1897, representing Lieutenant Colonel John Allyn, a 
distinguished civil and military officer of Hartford, Connecticut. 
Colonel Hotchkin was born on July 30, 1865, in Auburn, New 
York, the son of Lieutenant William H. Hotchkin of the Union 
Army and Julia P. (Cooke) Hotchkin. 

He became a banker and broker, a member of the former 
firm of Stoppani and Hotchkin of the Consolidated Exchange 
and later was in the restaurant supply business. 

Walter Bryant Hotchkin became best known for his promi- 
nence in military affairs. When only eighteen he joined the 
Thirty-ninth Separate Company, N. G. N. Y. In 1889 he 
became a Second Lieutenant in the Twenty-second Engineers 
and rose through the various grades, becoming Colonel of the 
Regiment on April 26, 1906. In 1907 he was brevetted a 
Brigadier General. When the Regiment was changed into a 
Corps of Engineers Colonel Hotchkin went on the reserve list, 
being transferred on December 23, 1914. 

On May 24, 1898, he was mustered into the United States 
service as Major of the Twenty-second New York Volunteer 
Infantry and served as such until November 28, 1898. On De- 
cember fifth of the same year he was commissioned a First 
Lieutenant of the Twelfth New York Volunteer Infantry, and 
became a Captain the same month, serving until April 20, 1899. 
He was on duty at Fort Slocum and with the Army of Occupa- 
tion in Cuba from January ist to March 22nd, 1899. 

Colonel Hotchkin belonged to many organizations, including 
the Society of American Wars, of which he was Commander, 
Sons of the Revolution, Military Society of the War of 1812 
(N. Y.), Society of the War of 1812 (Pa.), Sons of Veterans, 
Order of Foreign Wars, Naval and Military Order of the 
Spanish-American War, United Spanish War Veterans, Order 
of Founders and Patriots, New York Historical Society, Japan 
Society, New York Zoological Society, the Engineers Club, 
Army and Navy Clubs of New York and Washington, the 
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Governor's Island, New York Athletic, Fordham, Brooklyn 
and Machinery Clubs. He was at one time Vice-President of 
the Military Service Institute, President of the Military Ath- 
letic League of America, and a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Amateur Athletic Association. 

Colonel Hotchkin died in a Manhattan hospital on June 6, 
1916, and was buried with full military honors on June 8th. 
The funeral services were at the Twenty-second Engineers' 
Armory with the Corps of Engineers in attendance, the pall- 
bearers were six Commanding Officers in the National Guard, 
the funeral escort was from the First Field Artillery, and the 
body was buried in the Arlington National Cemetery, the last 
salute being fired by a squad of United States Engineers. 

Mrs. Hotchkin, who was Miss Mabel Lord Hall, survives 
her husband.

George Washington Olney was born on June 5, 1835, in 
Charleston, South Carolina, the son of George Washington and 
Ohve (Bartlett) Olney. He died at his home in New York 
City on June 19, 1916, in his eighty-first year. 

Mr. Olney was a journalist and reporter all his life, after his 
gradu,ation from the Harvard Law School in 1855. As a young 
man he was on duty for a newspaper at Fort Sumter, Charles- 
ton harbor, when the first shot was fired. For a time he was 
editor of the "Daily Day Book" and about forty-six years ago 
joined the staff of the "New York World" as the editor of the 
"World Almanac," a work which he conducted to the time of 
his death. He was also editor of the "Weekly Underwriter," 
an insurance paper, up to the last. 

George Washington Olney was elected to the Society of 
Colonial Wars at its very beginning, joining the new organiza- 
tion on November 10, 1892. He was a descendant of Corporal 
Ezekiel Olds, who was a soldier at the relief of Fort William 
Henry in 1757, and also of Thomas Olney, Senior and Junior, 
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and Captain John Whipple. Mr. Olney was much interested 
in the work of the hereditary and patriotic societies and was a 
member of the Sons of the Revolution, Military Society of the 
War of 1812, Military Order of Foreign Wars, and the Society 
of the Cincinnati in the State of Rhode Island, of which he was 
long the Secretary. 

Mr. Olney married Miss Josephine A. Whittemore who died 
before him, leaving no children.

R. BuRNHAM Moffat died suddenly on June 21, 1916, at 
Plainville, Connecticut. The funeral services were held at St. 
James Church, New York, and the interment was in Green- 
wood Cemetery, Brooklyn. 

Mr. Moffat was elected to the Society on October 29, 1903, 
and served as its Vice-Chancellor from 1912 to 1913. His 
original qualifying ancestor was Thomas Welles, a soldier in 
King Philip's War and he filed additional papers showing his 
descent from Hon. Richard Treat, Captain James Judson, Cap- 
tain William Curtis, Lieutenant John Hollister, and Lieutenant 
Joseph Judson. 

Born on January 7, 1861, in Brooklyn, New York, the son 
of Reuben Curtis and Elizabeth Virginia (Barclay) Moffat, R. 
Burnham Moffat received his early education in his home city. 
He graduated from the Adelphi Academy in 1878, then going 
to Phillips Exeter for one year, graduating in 1879. He 
entered Harvard College, taking his B. A. in 1883. From there 
he went to the Columbia University Law School, receiving the 
degree of LL.B. in 1885. 

Immediately upon his admission to the Bar in 1885 Mr. 
Moffat took up the practice of his profession and remained 
active in it until his death. Most of the time without partners, 
he became a specialist on railroad and corporation law, and 
served as General Counsel and Director of several corporations. 

R. Burnham Mof¥at was known as an enthusiastic and ex- 
perienced genealogist and historian and his three admirable 
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books, the Pierrepont, Barclay, and Moffat Genealogies, are 
much valued. 

He served on various Committees of the New York City- 
Bar Association, and belonged also to the New York State 
Bar Association, New York Historical Society, New York 
Genealogical and Biographical Society, St. Andrews Golf Club, 
American Yacht Club, Hamilton Club of Brooklyn, and the 
following New York City Clubs: University, Century, Down- 
town, Automobile, and Harvard. 

On June 5, 1895, he married Miss Ellen Low Pierrepont of 
Brooklyn, who survives him with a daughter and two sons, Jay 
Pierrepont and Abbot Low Moffat. 

New York, 632. General, 1291. 

John Kensett Olyphant was elected to the Society on 
January 31, 1896, as the great-grandson of Dr. David Olyphant 
of South Carolina, a surgeon in the Colonial forces and later a 
Director General of Hospitals in the Continental Army. Mr. 
Olyphant was the son of Robert Morrison and Anna Olyphant 
(Vernon) Olyphant, and was born on September 6, 1862, in 
Irvington, New York. 

J. Kensett Olyphant was by occupation a broker with offices 
and home in New York City. He died at his residence on 
June 22, 1916, being survived by his wife, who was Miss Nan- 
nie H. Heilman, two daughters and a son, John K. Olyphant, 

Mr. Olyphant was a member of the Union Club, Sons of the 
Revolution, Mihtary Order of Foreign Wars, and the MiUtary 
Society of the War of 1812.

John Edgar Leayceaft died at his home in the City of New 
York on July 3, 1916. He was born in New York on March 
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15, 1849, the son of Anthony D. and Hannah (Thompson) 
Leaycraft. 

Mr. Leaycraft received his early education in the pubh'c 
schools of New York, later attending the New York Free 
Academy, now the City College. He started in business in a 
banking and brokerage firm, which he left in 1872 to enter real 
estate on the upper west side. He founded the real estate firm 
of J. Edgar Leaycraft and Company, from which he retired a 
year before his death. 

J. Edgar Leaycraft served as State Tax Commissioner dur- 
ing the administrations of Governors Roosevelt and Odell. He 
held many important positions during his life, such as Vice- 
President and Treasurer of the Franklin Savings Bank ; Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of the Madison Avenue Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church ; Vice-President of the Hahnemann 
Hospital ; Director of the New Netherland Bank ; President of 
the Laymen's Association, New York Conference, Methodist 
Episcopal Church ; and Treasurer of the Republican Club, 
Colonial Club, Real Estate Exchange, West End Association, 
New York City Church Extension and Missionary Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and the Twenty-third Street 
Branch of the Young Men's Christian Association. He was 
also a member of the Lawyers, Quill, and Union League Clubs 
and the Sons of the Revolution. 

His election to the Society of Colonial Wars came on April 
27, 1905, as a descendant of Captain Viner Leaycraft who 
commanded the privateers King George and Elisabeth and 
Mary in 1758 and 1759. 

J. Edgar Leaycraft married Miss Caroline Crawford, who 
survives him with one daughter and a son, Edgar C. Leaycraft. 

New York, 684. General, 1438. 

Hugh Hastings was elected to the Society on March 27, 
1896, representing Henry Lancaster Jewell, a soldier of New 
Hampshire on active duty in 1758. Mr. Hastings was fre- 
quently of great service to the Society while he was State His- 
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torian and he wrote the Introduction to "The Orderly Book 
and Journal of Major John Hawks," published by the Society 
in 1911. 

Hugh Hastings was born in Albany, New York, on July 22, 
1856, the son of Colonel John and Margaret (Jewell) Hastings. 

Mr. Hastings was engaged in newspaper work most of his 
life. As a boy he was in this service in Albany, and left for 
New York where he became Wall Street reporter for "The 
Commercial Advertiser." Later he was a pohtical and mili- 
tary writer for "The New York World" and from 1888 to 
1895 was political correspondent of "The New York Times." 

On April 25, 1895, he became the first State Historian of 
New York, under the appointment of Governor Levi P. Morton, 
and served until June 9, 1907, when he resigned to accept an 
appointment by Mayor McClellan of New York as a member 
of the City Tax Commission, an office he held until January 6, 
1910. In 1912 he was in charge of the literary bureau of the 
New York State Republican Committee. At one time Mr. 
Hastings was editor of "The Albany Journal" and in recent 
years of "The Cohoes Republican." 

As State Historian Hugh Hastings did much valuable work 
in building up a department to properly preserve and pubhsh 
the State records. He was responsible for the pubhcation of 
"Ecclesiastical Records of the State of New York" in six vol- 
umes; "Public Papers of Daniel D. Tompkins, Governor of 
New York, 1807-1817" in three volumes; "Colonial Series" in 
two volumes ; "Public Papers of Governor George Clinton" in 
ten volumes; "New York and the War with Spain," in one 
volume; and "Military Minutes of the Council of Appoint- 
ment, 1783-1821" in four volumes. 

Mr. Hastings was a member of the Sons of the Revolution, 
Order of the Loyal Legion, New York Athletic and Trans- 
portation Clubs of New York, Albany Club of Albany, and 
Army and Navy Club of Washington. 

He died on July 28, 1916, in a hospital in New York City. 
His wife, who was Miss EHzabeth R. Dock, had died before 
him, and he left no children. 
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Publications of the Society of Colonial Wars in the 
State of New York 

The first publication of the Society of Colonial Wars in the 
State of New York seems to have been the Register published 
under date of January, 1893. This contained the Constitution 
and By-Laws, the addresses delivered at the Dinner on Decem- 
ber 19th, 1892, by Frederic J. de Peyster, Esq., Hon. Charles 
H. Murray, and Nathan G. Pond, Esq., and a list of members 
with a record of the services of their ancestors. Most of the 
later publications of both the New York and General Societies 
took pattern after this 1893 book, not only in size but in the 
adoption of the Society's colors for the cover. 

In the year 1895 the Society issued a paper-covered pam- 
phlet of thirty pages, giving only the Constitution and By-Laws. 

This was followed in 1896 by a paper-covered book entitled 
"Extracts from the Journal of the Rev. John Graham, Chaplain 
of the First Connecticut Regiment, Colonel Lyman, Havana 
Expedition, 1762" ; later known as Historical Publication 
Number 1. 

Under date of April, 1897, there was published a pocket- 
size paper-bound Year Book, with lists of officers, committees 
and members, and giving the Constitution and By-Laws. It 
also gave the General Officers, the Secretaries and Treasurers 
of the State Societies, the membership totals of the various 
State organizations, departures from the general rules of eligi- 
bility which had been made by the different State Societies, 
and a list of the events commemorated by the meeting of the 
General Court of the State Societies. 

In April, 1897, there also appeared "An Account of the 
Battle of Lake George, Compiled by the Committee on His- 
torical Documents and the Lake George Memorial Committee 
of the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New York." 
This was a large-paper edition, and contained an illustration 
of the proposed Lake George Memorial and two maps, showing 
the first and second engagements. This pamphlet was issued 
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primarily as an appeal to the members for support of the 
project to erect the monument. 

In August, 1898, the New York Society brought out a 
"Supplement to the Register of 1897-1898." This was a list 
of the members elected to the Society in New York since the 
Register had been issued by the General Society. There were 
only eleven pages of names and the pages were identical in 
size and appearance with those of the Register, so the Supple- 
ment could be fastened inside the covers of the larger book. 
Except when the services of an ancestor did not appear in the 
Register they were not given and reference was made to the 
main index. 

As of March 1st, 1899, there came out a pocket-size Year 
Book for 1898-1899, containing, except for the changes in the 
lists of officers and members, practically the same material as 
the book of similar form dated April, 1897. 

Appearing as Historical Paper Number 2, 1899, was "The 
Year 1&19 in the Colony of Virginia," an address delivered by 
Howard R. Bayne, Esq., before the Society on December 20th, 
1897. 

Without date, but called Publication Number 3, came "A 
Copy of Original Massachusetts Muster Rolls, the Property 
of the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New York," 
eight pages in a small-paper edition. 

Historical Paper Number 4, 1899, was an address on "The 
Second Capture of Louisbourg," by Frederic H. Betts, Esq., 
read before the Society on March 20th, 1899. This had one 
illustration, a portrait of Admiral Boscawen. 

It was also in 1899 that there was published a "Register 
of Members of the Society of Colonial Wars who served in 
the Army or Navy of the United States during the Spanish- 
American War, and Record of the Patriotic Work done by the 
Society." This was in fact issued by the General Society, but 
has been put in the list of New York publications as Number 5. 
This book contained a list, by States, of the veteran members 
with notes of their rank and service, and photographs of the 
three officers who were killed in action. One page of addenda 
was later printed separately for these War Records. 

Publication Number 6, 1902, consisted of "Addresses De- 
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livered at the Tenth Annual Banquet of the Society of Colonial 
Wars in the State of New York." Lists of the officers and of 
the members and guests present at the dinner were included, 
together with a copy of the menu and a cut showing the loving 
cup presented to Governor General de Peyster. 

Under date of June 15, 1&03, was published the "Year Book 
for 1903," similar in form to those for 1896-1897 and 1898- 
1899. 

Also in 1903, the Society issued again the article on the 
"Battle of Lake George," first published in 1897. This time 
the name of the author was given as Morris Patterson Ferris, 
Esq. A new picture of the completed monument was used as 
a frontispiece, illustrating the changes made in the figures from 
the earlier sketch. This is known now as Publication Num- 
ber 8. 

In 1904 came Historical Paper Number 7, "A Rebellion in 
the Colony of Virginia," by Howard R. Bayne, Esq., read 
before the Society on November 21, 1904. 

In June, 1904, there were printed together as one paper- 
covered book "Daniel Claus' Narrative of His Relations with 
Sir William Johnson and Experiences in the Lake George 
Fight," the "Report of the Lake George Memorial Executive 
Committee," and "Native Troops in Our Colonial Possessions," 
a paper read before the Society on March 21st, 1904, by Major 
Louis Livingston Seaman, M.D. Later, these three articles 
were numbered as Publications 9, 10 and 11. 

A Year Book was distributed in 1905, with chronicle, hsts 
of officers and members, necrology. Constitution, By-Laws, in- 
formation for candidates, and the names of the officers of the 
General Society. This is now called Publication Number 12. 

Publication Number 13 was "Addresses Delivered Before 
the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New York and 
Year Book for 1906-1907," issued as of September, 1907. The 
papers included were six in number, as follows: "The Pequot 
War" by Robert D. Benedict, Esq. ; "Ticonderoga and Crown 
Point" by William G. Davies, Esq.; "Colonial Ideals of New 
England" by Dermot W. Keegan, Esq. ; "The Great Swamp 
Fight" by Hamilton B. Tompkins, Esq. ; "Why We Are What 
We Are" by Prof. James H. Canfield ; and "The Settlement of 
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Jamestown, 1607," by Howard R. Bayne, Esq. The Year 
Book section contained lists of State and General Society 
officers, committees, former officers, deceased members, the 
Constitution and By-Laws, a chronicle, and information for 
applicants. The book was bound in cloth, with the use of red 
and white customary from the first. 

"Addresses Delivered before the Society of Colonial Wars 
in the State of New York and Year Book for 1908-1909" 
appeared in July, 1909, as Publication Number 14. There 
were two addresses: "The Colonial Prologue to the Drama 
of the Revolution" by Francis Howard Williams, Esq., and 
"Henry Hudson, A Sketch of His Career" by Dr. Marcus 
Benjamin ; and the other material observed the same divisions 
as in the 1906-1907 volume. A small edition of the year book 
proper, without the lectures, was issued in paper covers. 

Bearing no serial number, but now known as 15, was the 
"Orderly Book and Journal of Major John Hawks on the 
Ticonderoga-Crown Point Campaign, under General Jeffrey 
Amherst, 1769-1760, with a Preface by Rev. George B. Spald- 
ing, D.D., and an Introduction by Hon. Hugh Hastings. This 
was distributed to the members in 1911. The book was uni- 
form in size and binding with the 1906-1907 and 1908-1909 
annuals. 

Pubhcation Number 16 was "Addresses Delivered Before 
the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New York and 
Year Book for 1911-1912," issued under date of November, 
1912. Two sermons and three addresses were printed, to- 
gether with the usual Year Book data. As a frontispiece was 
an illustration of the tablet placed by the Society at Crown 
Point, New York. The papers in this book were at the same 
time issued separately in a paper-covered form for the use of 
the authors, who were presented with practically the entire edi- 
tions. The addresses were numbered then as follows : Publi- 
cation Number 17, "The Ends of the Earth" by Rev. Howard 
Duffield, D.D.; Number 18, "The Nation Builders" by Rev. 
Howard Duffield, D.D.; Number 19, "The Great Virginia 
Rebellion of 1676" by Prof. Robert M. McElroy ; Number 20, 
"Thomas Dudley, 1576-1653, Governor of Massachusetts Bay 
Colony" by George Ellsworth Koues, Esq. ; and Number 21, 
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"The Passing of New Amsterdam" by Prof. William Robert 
Shepherd. 

The next publication was Number 22, the Year Book for 
1913-1914. A brief history of the Society and a bibliography 
of both the New York and General Societies appeared for the 
first time. There was a complete revision of the chronicle and 
the practice was first adopted of printing the names of the 
three classes of members in one list. 

The Year Book for 1914-1915 bore the serial number 23. 
It contained the material found in the Year Book imme- 
diately preceding it, with some amplifications, and also three 
addresses and one sermon. It was illustrated with portraits 
of Mr. Howland Pell and the late Clarence Storm, with the 
book-plate of the Society, and two boundary maps. The ad- 
dresses and sermon were later issued separately, chiefly for 
presentation to the authors, and carry the following num- 
bers; Number 24, "The Tolerant Spirit of the American 
Colonists" by Rev. Howard Dufiield, D.D. ; Number 25, "Notes 
on Colonial Boundaries" by Thatcher T. P. Luquer; Number 
26, "Colonial Wars and Constitutional Development in New 
York" by Prof. Charles W. Spencer of Princeton University ; 
and Number 27, "The Turning of Hearts" by Rev. Howard 
C. Robbins. 

Publications of the General Society of 
Colonial Wars 

The first Register of the General Society of Colonial Wars 
was published in New York City in 1894. It contained, besides 
the Constitution of the General Society, brief histories of the 
State Societies of New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and the District of Columbia, with a 
list of their members and a record of the ancestors under 
whom they qualified. The book closed with the report of the 
Committee on Historical Documents of the Society in the 
State of New York "On the Part that the Colonies Took in 
the Expeditions against the Spanish, 1740-1742." It was illus- 
trated with plates of the seal, diploma, insignia, the New York 
Society's punch-bowl, and a picture of Washington as an officer 
of the Virginia Colonial forces. 
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It was then the intention to issue Registers annually, and 
the second publication appeared under date of January, 1896. 
There were six more State Societies included than in 1894; 
New Jersey, Virginia, New Hampshire, Vermont, Illinois, 
and Missouri. To avoid repetition the services of ancestors 
appeared now only in the general index. A report of the 
Committee on the Louisbourg Memorial was included, to- 
gether with rosters of the officers of the Louisbourg expedi- 
tion and of "the first American Army," that organized for 
the Narragansett Campaign. The book had many illustrations, 
among them one of the Society's flag in the original colors. 

As of January, 1896, appeared the third "Annual Register," 
a book of about 500 pages, including, besides the twelve State 
Societies of a year before, the new organizations in Ohio, 
Nebraska, Minnesota, Kentucky, and California. The final 
report of the Committee on the Louisbourg Memorial was 
printed in full, with map and photographs. 

The next Register bore the dates 1897-1898, and was issued 
in the summer of 1898. It was the last compiled by Howland 
Pell, Esq., who, as Secretary General, had also prepared the 
three previous Registers. The Societies in Colorado, Iowa, 
Georgia, Michigan, Wisconsin, Delaware and Rhode Island 
appeared now for the first time. 

Not until 1902 was another book distributed. Then there 
was published the "General Register for 1899-1902," a volume 
of some 800 pages, issued by Walter Lispenard Suydam, Esq., 
Secretary General, assisted by Francis F. Spies, Esq., and 
Samuel V. Hoffman, Esq., all members of the New York State 
Society. The records to date of twenty-six State organizations 
were included. 

Following a new policy, there was issued in July, 1906, 
"A Supplement to the General Register." This book bore the 
dates 1903-1906, and contained only the records relating to 
that period. The records used in the 1899-1902 General Regis- 
ter were not duplicated in any way. The Supplement was 
printed in Boston under the direction of Rev. Charles L. 
Hutchins, D.D., of the Massachusetts Society, with whom were 
associated Arthur J. C. Sowdon, Esq., of the Massachusetts 
Society, and Robert Noble, Esq., of the Vermont Society. 
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A "Second Supplement to the General Register" appeared 
as of 1907-1911, giving only the names of those who had joined 
the Society or filed supplemental lines since the First Supple- 
ment came out, together with the accompanying genealogical 
data, and a list of all the members of the General Society. The 
compiler and editor was Clarence Storm, Esq., Secretary Gen- 
eral. 

In addition to the Registers the General Society has issued 
two pamphlets, both paper-covered; one published in 1893, 
giving the Constitution of the General Society with a list of 
the General Officers and the Delegates to the First General 
Assembly, May 9th and 10th, 1893 ; the other, printed in 1895, 
having a list of General Officers, State Secretaries and Treas- 
urers, and also the By-Laws of the General Society. 

In 1896 the Society issued in cloth the "Report of the 
Committee on the Louisbourg Memorial," with five illustra- 
tions. 

The General Society was also responsible for the publica- 
tion of the Spanish-American War Records of the Society, 
which have been described in the list of books issued by the 
New York State Society. 

Work is now well under way for the publication of another 
General Register and Index of Ancestors. 
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Qualifications for Membership 

Any male person above the age of twenty-one years, of good 
moral character and reputation, shall be eligible to membership 
in the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New York, if 
lineally descended in the male or female line from an ancestor : 

(1) Who served as a military or naval officer, or as a soldier, 
sailor or marine, or as a privateersman, under authority of the 
Colonies which afterward formed the United States, or in the 
forces of Great Britain which participated with those of the 
said Colonies in any wars, in which the said Colonies were 
engaged, or in which they enrolled men, from the settlement of 
Jamestown, May 13, 1607, to the battle of Lexington, April 
19, 1776 ; or, 

(2) Who held office in any of the Colonies between the dates 
above mentioned, either as 

(a) Director General, Vice-Director General, or member of 
the Council, in the Colony of New Netherland ; 

(b) Governor, Lieutenant or Deputy Governor, Lord Pro- 
prietor, member of the King's or Governor's Council, in the 
Colonies of New York, New Jersey, Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
.and Delaware; 

(c) Lord Proprietor, Governor, Deputy Governor, or a 
member of the Council, in Maryland, and the Carolinas ; 

(d) Governor, Deputy Governor, Governor's Assistant or 
Commissioner to the United Colonies of New England, or body 
of Assistants in any of the New England Colonies. 

Legislative service, except as above stated, no longer con- 
stitutes eligibility. In all cases of military service the ancestor 
must be shown to have actually taken part in some engagement 
or campaign, or in some other way performed active duty as a 
soldier or sailor. Mere enrollment in the militia, such as mem- 
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bership in a train band, is no longer acceptable. Descent from 
the "Twelve Men," "Eight Men" and "Nine Men" of New 
Amsterdam shall no longer constitute eligibility. 

Claims based upon service in the so-called military companies 
of the various townships of Plymouth Colony, under date of 
August, 1643, as found in the General Court Records, Vol. 
VIII., pp. 187-292, in Pierce's "Colonial List," etc., will not be 
accepted, inasmuch as they are only "The Names of all Males 
that are able to beare Arms from xvi. to 60 years, within the 
severall townshipps," and, as such, do not represent rosters of 
military companies, but merely lists of able-bodied men likely 
to be drawn upon in case of necessity. 

Allegations of fact based upon tradition cannot be consid- 
ered. Mere titles of rank in town, church, probate or registry 
records, and on gravestones cannot be accepted. 

The only exceptions to the requirements as stated are in 
cases where the ancestor has already been accepted by the 
Society in this State. Reference to the Society's Registers 
s'hould be made in such circumstances. 

Rules and Regulations for the Preparation of 
Application Papers 

The first step in making application for membership is to 
apply to the Secretary for a preliminary blank. This paper 
calls for the name, occupation and residence of the candidate, 
and the names of two members of the Society to whom he 
refers by permission. It further asks for a brief statement of 
the record of the ancestor under whom he desires to qualify. 
The preliminary paper should be returned to the Secretary 
when completed. Upon its approval by some member of the 
Council the final application blanks are issued to the candidate. 
These must be filled out to show the line of descent, giving for 
each generation the names of both parents, with the dates and 
places of their births, deaths, and marriage ; whenever such 
information can possibly be secured. 

The application must contain paged reference to recognized 
printed authority, authenticating the descent, service or rank, 
or when proof depends upon encyclopedias, town or other his- 
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tories, and genealogies, they will be accepteed, as furnishing 
sufficient proof of service, only when original authorities, docu- 
mentary or of equivalent value, are quoted in them. Proof of 
service, or descent, based upon papers owned by private indi- 
viduals or upon such public records as are not easily accessible, 
should be substantiated by copies of the same in duplicate, such 
copies being duly authenticated. A reference is required for 
each generation in the descent down to the grandparents of the 
candidate. 

The final application must be signed and acknowledged 
before a notary and must bear the signatures of two members 
of the Society as Proposer and Seconder. Neither Proposer 
nor Seconder may be an Officer, Gentleman of the Council, 
Local Secretary or member of the Committee on Membership. 

When the candidate resides in the northern or western part 
of the State, the preliminary application must be sent to the 
nearest Local Secretary for his approval. The Local Secre- 
tary will then forward the paper to the proper officers, and, 
with the application, a letter stating his approval of the same, 
such approval being based in all cases on personal knowledge 
of the applicant. 

The final application must be made in exact duplicate, as 
one copy goes to the office of the Registrar General. 

Upon the return of the application it is submitted to the 
Genealogist for examination and upon his approval it is pre- 
sented to the Committee on Membership. 

The rules of the Committee on Membership require that the 
Proposer and Seconder send letters to the Committee endors- 
ing their candidate. Such letters must state significant details 
of the candidate's life and business, his college and other 
education, his club and patriotic society affiliations, the writer's 
personal acquaintance with him, and specifically endorse him 
for membership. It is also necessary that candidates residing 
in the City of New York and vicinity be personally known to 
one of the Membership Committee. If not already acquainted 
with one of the Committee, the Proposer or Seconder should 
arrange an introduction. 

Residents of other States where organized Societies exist 
will not be admitted in this State except upon written consent 
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given in advance by the Council of the Society in their own 
State. There are Societies organized in the States of Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, Georgia, Idaho, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Tennessee, 
Vermont, Virginia, Washington, Wisconsin and the District 
of Columbia. The names and addresses of the various State 
Secretaries may be obtained from John Lenord Merrill, Secre- 
tary General, 43 Cedar Street, New York. 

The election of candidates for membership in the Society in 
New York rests with the Council, which meets on the last 
Thursday of every month from October through May. The 
Committee on Membership meets on the second Tuesday pre- 
ceding the Council meeting, and any application to be consid- 
ered at a meeting should be in the hands of the Committee at 
least ten days before the meeting. 

A candidate may not enter the Society upon more than one 
ancestor. After his election the Society welcomes supple- 
mental claims, and separate blanks for this purpose may be 
secured from the Secretary. The same detailed genealogy and 
record of services are required as in the original application 
and the papers must likewise be in duplicate. 

Two or more ancestors may be submitted upon one supple- 
mental blank provided the filing and examination charges of 
$1.00 are paid for each ancestor. In such cases if either 
ancestor is rejected the application will have to be rewritten 
so as to show only the services of the accepted ancestor. 

The membership of this Society is limited to 1,000, exclusive 
of sons of active members, members of other State Societies 
who may be transferred to New York, and members of the 
Army, Navy, and Marine Corps on active service. 

The Society holds its General Court on December 19th and 
Business Courts on the second Thursday in November and the 
third Monday in March. The Annual Dinner takes place on 
the third Tuesday in November.

Members of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps on active 
service are exempt from the payment of annual dues, but not 
from the initiation fee. 

Rosettes and Supplemental Record blanks may be obtained 
from the Treasurer, Edward C. Delafield, 43 Cedar Street, 
New York. 

The insignia may be secured from the Treasurer General 
upon requisition through the Treasurer of the State Society. 
The miniature insignia is issued only to members who have 
the large gold or silver-gilt insignia. Cheques for insignia, as 
well as all other payments to the New York Society, should be 
drawn to the order of Edward C. Delafield, Treasurer. 

The diploma of membership is issued by the Registrar Gen- 
eral at $5.00; framed, $7.76. Blank requisitions may be 
obtained at the office of the Society, 43 Cedar Street. Cheques 
should be made payable to Geo. Norbury Mackenzie, Registrar 
General. 

The library and records of the Society are at 43 Cedar 
Street and may be consulted there by members and prospective 
candidates. However, in order to examine or secure copies of 
original or supplemental applications on file with the Society 
it is necessary first to secure the consent of the member by 
whom such applications were filed. 
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
